Our cover this month carries the likeness of 
the outstanding two-year-old hlly development 
of recent years, Bed o’ Roses, a bay lilly by Rose- 
mont out of Good Thing, by Discovery. Bred 
and owned by the Maryland breeder Alfred 
Vanderbilt, the leading filly has had an interest¬ 
ing career. We are indebted to Manager Ralph 
Kercheval, of Sagamore Farm, for the following 
interesting biographical details of Bed o’ Roses’ 
history. A good shipper, she has travelled many 
a mile and looks like a top prospect for next 
year’s racing. Says Mr. Kercheval: 

"Bed O’ Roses was conceived at Walnut Hall Farm, 
Boyce, Virginia. Her dam was shipped to California 
in November 1946. Bed O’ Roses was foaled at the 
L. B. Mayer Farm, Perris, Calif., April 8, 1947. Her 
dam was bred to *Alibhai at the Mayer Farm, and 
both mare and foal were shipped to Kentucky during 
September 1947. 

"Bed O’ Roses was weaned and shipped to Saga¬ 
more from Kentucky, September 1947. 

"Bed O’ Roses started training Oaober 1, 194S, 
and was shipped to Santa Anita with the Vanderbilt 
Stable during late November 1948. She made one 
start at Santa Anita and was shipped back to Saga¬ 
more during the early part of March 1949. During 
the latter part of March she was shipped to Belmont 
Park. 

"From this point she was shipped to the following 
places for Stakes engagements: Belmont to Garden 
State—Garden State to Delaware Park—Delaware 
Park to Belmont—Belmont to Monmouth Park— 
Monmouth to Belmont—Belmont to Arlington Park— 
Arlington Park to Detroit’s Fair Grounds—Detroit to 
Belmont—Belmont to Saratoga—Saratoga to Belmont 
—Belmont to Laurel—Laurel to Pimlico—Pimlico to 
Belmont. 

"After the running of the Demoiselle Stakes at 
Empire on November 8, Red O’ Roses will be shipped 
to Sagamore Farm and will be wintered at home. 

"Bed O’ Roses suffered interference in four stakes 
races as a result of breaking slow from the barrier. 
In the Lassie Stakes, worth $45,000 to the winner, the 
chart shows that at the eighth pole she was fourth by 
8 lengths and at the wire was third, beaten a half length 
for all of it. 

The charts of all of her starts reveal an interesting 
fact in any race in which she got to the front, she 
was never beaten.’’

The Racing Scene: Maryland's 
Racing Losses

Death of Henry L. Straus, president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association and identi¬ 
fied with the sport in many other ways, came 
as a terrific shock to all those interested in rac¬ 
ing in Maryland and his loss not only is an ap¬ 
palling one to this State but to all sections where 
sport is conducted. 

Straus, in addition to his activities as a Mary¬ 
land owner and breeder, was the inventor of the 
American Totalisator, a machine which had 
created more public confidence in racing than 
any other of its many mechanical devices. Also 
Straus was president of the Tropical Park race 
course in Coral Gables, Fla. 

Death came to the Reisterstown sportsman 
in a plane crash near Port Deposit, Md., when 
his private plane was demolished killing all four 
occupants. In addition to Straus, the general 
manager of the tote company and both pilot and 
co-pilot died in the crash. 

The accident at Port Deposit cast a cloud of 
gloom over the opening of the Pimlico meeting, 
coming as it did on the evening of the first day. 

For Straus not only was well known wherever 
racing was conducted, but he was well-liked. 
From race track executives, down through offi¬ 
cials and employes of all types; mutuel clerks, 
horsemen, stable employes, the press and to the 
ordinary run of fans, Straus was popular. He 
never was too busy, despite his multitude of 
interests, to "talk shop" with friends and ac¬ 
quaintances. 

Possibly the best description of Straus came 
immediately after news of the crash had been 
received, when one of his close friends remarked 
"there was a man who loved to live, and let live.” 

The Straus stable, which for some seasons has 
been a prominent one on all eastern tracks, 
through the feats of horses like Pilaster, New 
Moon, Quarter Moon, Nokomis and others, is 
to be dispersed at a sale at Timonium on Nov. 
25 . 


Pilaster and Nokomis will be retained tem¬ 
porarily and probably turned over to F. A. Bon¬ 
sai, Jr., who trained the Straus horses for many 
years. Ladyinthemoon, dam of New Moon and 
Quarter Moon, also will be withheld from the 
sale of racing and breeding stock because of 
sentiment for the achievements of her produce 
in the past. 

Racing also lost another prominent patron 
and one who had campaigned in Maryland for 
many seasons, when Crispin Oglebay of Ohio 
died late in October. His horses in training were 
sold at Pimlico on Nov. 11 while his younger 
stock and broodmares will be auctioned in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

As for the actual competition in Maryland 
this fall, there were many unusual aspects. Laurel, 
which opened the season, was quite a disap¬ 
pointment to most observers. Both attendance 
and mutuel play fell far below anticipated figures 
and various reasons were offered for the low 
totals. 

Chief of these seemed to be the fact that 
Laurel did not attract as many top flight horses 
as formerly, possibly due to competition with 
Atlantic City and Garden State. As one Wash¬ 
ingtonian put it, "people will not pay big league 
prices to see bush league racing." Actually the 
situation was not that bad, but there can be no 
denial that many a cheap plater got into action 
during the meeting. 

Unfortunately for all concerned, the slump in 
attendance and betting carried over into the 
opening days of the Pimlico session and ap¬ 
parently the area served by the two tracks is no 
longer as lush with betting cash as it was only 
a couple of seasons back. 

Two cuts in purses were made during the 
Laurel meeting because of the decline in busi¬ 
ness, both being accepted by the H.B.P.A. when 
it was seen how badly things went. At Pimlico, 
there was a $2,000 minimum purse for the first 
time in several years. 
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Artistically there was much over which to 
enthuse. Alfred Vanderbilts Bed O’ Roses 
proved herself an outstanding performer by 
scoring in both Laurel’s Selima and Pimlico’s 
Marguerite. These triumphs, plus earlier scores, 
ran her earnings up to $160,000 for the year 
and made the daughter of Rosemont and Good 
Thing the third highest money-winner among 
the two-year-old fillies of all time. 

There was even some talk that she might win 
the championship of the juvenile division since 
none of the colts had indulged in long or arduous 
campaigns to rival her in victories or earnings. 
However a lot of turf and sports writers hesitate 
to name a filly champion of a division so Bed 
O’ Roses may have to be content with runnerup 
honors. 

The Pimlico Special went to Greentree Stable’s 
Capot, one of the better three-year-olds of 1949 
as he "ran away and hid’’ from Calumet Farm’s 
Coaltown. It was apparent soon after the mile 
and three-sixteenths event began that Coaltown 
was not the same sharp horse which had starred 
all through the spring and summer. 

After the race Coaltown was found to be 
suffering from a bruised heel, but nothing can 
be taken from Capot for his triumph was the 
second over Coaltown. Previously the Greentree 
sophomore had defeated his rival in the Sysonby 
Mile at Belmont. 

However the result of the Special rather com¬ 
plicated things. Coaltown, up to that point, had 
been considered very likely to get "Horse of the 
Year’’ honors. And a lot of folks thought Ponder, 
also from the Calumet barn, would be voted the 
top three-year-old this season. 

Now the question comes, can Ponder be the 
top three-year-old if Capot can whip the "horse 
of the year." It’s all very confusing and probably 
will furnish material for many a debate by the 
firesides during the coming winter season. 

Pimlico’s famed Futurity went to Oil Capitol, 
the lone horse owned by Mr. and Mrs. Tom 
Gray of Tulsa, Okla. Oil Capitol scored by seven 
lengths in this rich fixture for juveniles and 
since it was his fourth stakes triumph of the 
year, the son of * Mahmoud probably will get 
considerable attention from the experts when 
it comes time to start picking likely Derby 
candidates. 

In the waning days of the fall season, all those 
connected with racing were eagerly awaiting the 
results of a scheduled meeting between the Rac¬ 
ing Commission and the track operatives, at 
which it was hoped the 1950 schedule of dates 
would be announced. 

Rumors continued to persist that two of the 
New Jersey ovals might run at the same time 


next year, or at least overlap in part. Should such 
a situation develop, it would be of great relief 
to Maryland in planning its 1950 meetings. 
Such a procedure in the nearby state might open 
up sufficient days both spring and fall, so that no 
Maryland track would have to operate in opposi¬ 
tion to a Jersey course. 

One of the earlier sales saw the dispersal of 
the C. C. Tanner stable and highlight of that 
auction was the $20,000 brought by Sickle 
Flight, one of the better juveniles of the season. 

Bowie’s stakes closed with sufficient nomina¬ 
tions to indicate that the final meeting of the 
year will not lack for suitable talent in all divi¬ 
sions. With New York racing at an end, Bowie 
should be helped to some extent, although the 
early openings in Florida and Louisiana doubtless 
will take some patrons and horsemen from the 
local scene. 

Henry L. Straus 

The Maryland sporting world suffered a 
severe loss October 25 when Henry L. Straus 
was killed in an airplane accident near Port 
Deposit, Maryland. Mr. Straus had been in New^ 
York on business of the totalisator company, of 
which he was vice-president when the accident 
occurred which cost not only his life but those 
of his pilot, co-pilot and of a business associate, 
Arthur J. Johnson. The cause of the accident is 
not known, but the results will be felt in many 
fields for a long time to come. 

It is difficult for one who had been associated 
with Harry Straus in the horse world for a period 
of years to adequately pay tribute to the memory 
of such a man. Harry Straus had a keen and 
analytical mind, which with his brilliant engi¬ 
neer’s training led to the development of the 
totalisator, which was one of the greatest contri¬ 
butions to racing in modern times. 

With the "tote" launched came time and 
means to develop the other hobbies which he 
had long been interested in. Racing, with the 
attendant founding of the Cherry Hill Farm stud, 
later removed to larger quarters at Worthington 
Farm when its star products New Moon and 
Quarter Moon were retired to stud was but one 
interest. This pair, with the gallant distance run¬ 
ning gelding, Pilaster, the Maryland Futurity 
winner, Nokomis, and other winning produce 
of the farms gave Mr. Straus tremendous 
pleasure. A keen lover of a horse, it was hard 
for him to dispose of aged or useless stock, and 
many were the pensioners he kept around the 
farm. 

The collection of paintings which adorns the 
Straus home in the Worthington Valley is an 
outstanding one. Virtually all the best sporting 
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The late Henry Straus, whose passing was a 
dire loss to agriculture and sport in Maryland. 



painters are represented. No less outstanding 
•was the herd of Polled Shorthorns which Mr. 
Straus exhibited throughout the country with 
such success. This herd, like the horses, will be 
disposed of in due time. Mr. Straus, besides being 
a keen breeder, served as President of both the 
Polled Shorthorn Association and also of the 
American Shorthorn Cattle Club. His guiding 
hand will be missed in this field also. 

Foxhunting was a favorite sport of Harry 
Straus, and it was to him that Maryland sports¬ 
men were indebted for the founding and sup¬ 
port of the early days of the Carrolton Hounds. 
His favorite hunter. Pinion, will be pensioned 
off for the remainder of his days. Tlie same ap¬ 
plies to the aged broodmare, Ladyinthemoon, 
dam of New Moon, Quarter Moon, Nokomis, 
and other winners Mrs. Straus would not dream 
of this mare’s passing under the auctioneer’s 
hammer. With Pilaster and Nokomis, she has 
been disposed of to Frank A. Bonsai, trainer of 
the Straus Thoroughbreds, with the guarantee 
that none of the three will change hands again. 

Harry Straus was a Maryland man, educated 
at Baltimore’s Johns Hopkins University, in 
whose affairs he was greatly interested. Always 
he was thinking of something for the betterment 
of his home state, and always was the well being 
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of those in need uppermost in his mind. None 
will ever know the extent of the generosity and 
kindly acts of this retiring, friendly man. Not 
soon will we forget his response when we phoned 
him from Los Angeles with the bald request that 
he advance us the trifling sum of $50,000 with 
which to take up the option we held on Occupy. 
"Well,” said Mr. Straus, "if you have to have it 
and are satisfied that the horse will help Mary¬ 
land breeding. I’ll get it for you, and we can fill 
out the syndicate when you get home.’’ 

It was acts like that that endeared Harry Straus 
to those of us who worked with him. Few know 
that the script of the film THE MARYLAND 
HORSE was largely his work. Long hours were 
spent in the big office on Reisterstown Road 
on this job, the Breeders’ Association’s presiding 
officer giving unstintedly of his time and effort 
to perfect this film, which stands today as a 
monument to his interest in the promotion of 
Maryland horse and pony breeding. 

While the Thoroughbred breeders will miss 
him most, the show horse and pony interests 
have suffered greatly. Harry Straus was a director 
of the Association of Maryland Horse Shows, 
and a generous supporter of anything to en¬ 
courage the young riders of the state. His place 
will be hard to fill. It is long since we have lost a 
figure so universally loved as was this fifty-three- 
year-old Maryland sportsman. 

Gittings Award Winners, 1949 

Some years ago the Maryalnd Horse Breeders’ 
Association inaugurated the practice of support¬ 
ing the development of better young riders in 
the state by financing the Gittings Award, pre¬ 
sented by the Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows to the winners of this class, which is held 
at most of the members shows of the group. 

Winners for the first time receive a bronze 
award; second time winners receive a similar 
award, but of silver; three time winners receive 
a gold award and those who have won more than 
three times before reaching the age limit of 
seventeen years receive a gold bar to add to their 
award.

Mr. Edgar 
has been racing in Maryland for a dozen years 
or so and is building up a select stud on his 500 
acre Howard County farm. 

The directors passed a resolution, regretting 
the loss to the Association and to Maryland 
breeding by the death of Mr. Straus, and will 
send a copy of this resolution to Mrs. Straus.

Back Again 

The Back Again, a race for two-year-olds 
which were exhibited at the 1948 Yearling Show 
at Pimlico did not fill this Spring so was post¬ 
poned until the current meeting at Old Hilltop. 
Six entries faced the starter, with Dr. Howard 
Scheid’s Maryland Day, by Swing and Sway 
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out of the onetime top show mare Dorothy L. 
finishing "first past the post.” However, a claim 
of foul was made on the part of the rider of 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore entry, the Mary¬ 
land Futurity winner Foreign Affair, on the basis 
of interference at the start of the race. The 
stewards viewed the films of the race, removed 
Maryland Day’s number, and reversed the plac¬ 
ing, putting Foreign Affair in first position, the 
Scheid colt second. Even though the Vanderbilt 
colt was favorite for the race the official decision 
was unpopular with the fans, inasmuch as Mary¬ 
land Day had led the field virtually throughout 
the race. 

"Bangtails Chinese" 

By Frank E. Horpel, Jr. 

Both the Chinese and Japanese as sep¬ 
arate peoples have time and again incurred 
the wrath of the allied soldier through a so- 
called unfeeling brutality manifested 
through their treatment of themselves and 
their animals. If possible, a beast of burden 
is more highly thought of than a child with¬ 
in a family. 

# * * 

Most horses in North China stem from 
the northern provinces, where agriculture 
is limited and the vast stretches of plain 
and desert country make for a pastoral econ¬ 
omy. Shantung province, on the north coast, 
produces a native pony quite similar to the 
widely known Shetland. He is, however, a 
much hardier animal in every respect but 
neither as well setup or as good tempered. 
He averages about 12 hands in height and 
700 lbs. in weight. Nondescript brown, bay 
and black are the dominant colors. Heavy¬ 
boned, pigeon-toed, big-headed; and carry¬ 
ing a four to six inch wool in the winter 
time he is nine-tenths self-sufficient and can 
live on practically anything organic in na¬ 
ture. Not particularly wild, but with an in¬ 
nate strain of stubborness that is seldom 
matched; that is, by European or American 
horses. 

"The Shantung pony,” said Alexie Moto- 
hovich, Russian horse trainer in North 
China; "is an inbred piece of trash that does 
not deserve to be called a horse. His better 
known characteristics are: an extremely 
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hard mouth, no matter how he is broken; 
and a very bad stumbling tendency.” 

These ponies, as a rule, do not balk, but 
will shy at anything, and once mounted will 
run until they drop. They have as much ten¬ 
dency toward physical injury as a piece of 
granite. Flat-withered, short-eared, broad- 
chested, heavy cannons and big platter-like 
hooves and mulish hindquarters they are, 
to again quote Mr. Motohovich, "An ex¬ 
tremely inferior replica of your American 
mustang.” 

The Chinese "mafu,” or caretaker, sta¬ 
bleman, hostler, what-have-you, gives the 
pony as little attention or care as he does 
himself. Seldom shod, never trimmed, his 
hooves are like iron. When fed by the mafu 
the principal diet is chopped gaoliang, a 
grain stalk similar to millet. Rarely do these 
animals see the inside of a stable. They are 
most generally used as cart horses to draw 
the two-wheeled vehicles common to this 
area, being paired with one another, a mule 
or a jack. 

It would seem that the only thing on the 
credit side of the Shantung pony is that he 
is as good at killer weight as any other horse. 

The first cousin of the Shantung pony 
(and very probably his ancestor) is the 
Manchurian horse. Averaging between 13 
and 14 hands in height and about 850 lbs.

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in weight he is more closely akin to the 
mustang. This animal is the one with which 
the Mongol overran Asia and cracked the 
gates of Vienna in the twelfth century. 

A somewhat mulish head, usually roman¬ 
nosed, with the familiar '*mealy mouth’* no 
matter what the overall color may be sup¬ 
ports one’s thoughts along this line. All 
standard colors prevail, including palo¬ 
minos and pintos. Duns, grays and buck¬ 
skins make up the great majority, however; 
protective camouflage in the desert areas of 
their homeland seemingly the keynote for 
this. The physical conformation is only 
slightly better than the Shantung. 

The same stubbornness and tendency to 
stumble is found among this group, includ¬ 
ing the one-track mind. These animals are 
invariably gelded, as they are almost com¬ 
pletely unmanageable as stallions. A result¬ 
ing malfactor of this is the tremendous 
number of ridglings, making for a horse 
worse than a stallion, in most instances. 

Fighting devils during the breaking pe¬ 
riod, they will bite without provocation 
and are representative of the only breed of 
four-footed kickers this writer has ever en¬ 
countered. In mounting, for example, one 
never knows whether he may be kicked by 
a hind hoof or slashed by a forefoot. One 
particularly annoying habit the animal has 
is to turn every once in awhile and bite the 
rider’s toe. 

The Manchurian is the racehorse of 
North China. Shanghai, Tsingtao, Tientsin 
and Peking all have their tracks. Jockeys 
averaging about 115 lbs. are the rule and 
each owner has his silks. The horses run on 
turf in distances up to two miles. The clock¬ 
ings are terrible, and the longer the race the 
better the time. Having no starting gates or 
barrier, the "'lap and tap” system prevails. 
Some horses will run three and four times 
in one afternoon. 

The better the care taken of the hooves, 
the less the tendency to stumble. The weak¬ 
ness is still there, however. All in all, a fair 
horse by Chinese standards but a poor horse 


still by comparison with the American 
breeds and strains. 

Many horses of Japanese breeding have 
shown up in the occupied areas of North 
China during the war. These animals, most¬ 
ly descendants of English thoroughbreds 
imported into Japan within the last 25 
years, should be excellent. They aren’t.

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Trainers' Association Meeting 

The annual meeting of the American Trainers’ 
Association was held in the dining room of the 
Old Club House at Pimlico, Friday, November 
4th, 1949 , following dinner at six o’clock. 

Max Hirsch, President of the Association, 
presided. Other officers present were: Messrs. 
Henry S. Clark, Vice President; Janon Fisher, 
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Trainer John M. Gaver, Alfred G. Vanderbilt, 
former Pimlico President, Jockey Ted Atkin¬ 
son and Owner-breeder John Hay Whitney 
after Capot had won the Pimlico Special for 
the Greentree Stable,

Jr., Secretary-Treasurer; and George G. Wheeler, 
Assistant Secretary-Treasurer. 

Members of the Board of Directors present 
in person were: Messrs. Max Hirsch; John M. 
Gaver; Henry S. Clark; James V. Stewart; and 
John T. Skinner. Present by proxy were Messrs. 
Preston M. Burch; James E. Fitzsimmons; G. 
Ray Bryson; and Oscar White. 

Mr. Hirsch opened the meeting and asked Mr. 
Fisher to call the roll of members. Thirty-five 
were present in person; sixty by proxy. 

The minutes of the last annual meeting held 
November 5 th, 1948 were read by Mr. Fisher 
and adopted, as was the Treasurer’s Report. 

Mr. Hirsch made the following observations 
on happenings during the past year in which 
the Association had a part: 

"I would like to say a few words regarding 
things we have been able to do this year through 
the Trainers’ Association. We wrote a letter to 
Mr. James Donn, President of Gulf Stream Park 
in Florida regarding purses, and got a favorable 
reply. Mr. Fisher was called in on a meeting 
concerning distribution of purse money in Mary¬ 
land. We had meetings with the blacksmiths, 
and while we did not gain a great deal we did 
get a small reduction in their fees. Our Asso¬ 
ciation was solely responsible for having two 
receiving barns put in order at Jamaica, which 
improvement was very sorely needed. 

"At our suggestion Belmont Park purchased 
a machine at considerable expense to get the 
gravel and grit out of the race track. After sev¬ 
eral discussions with officials at Aqueduct with 
regard to having the track in uniform condition 
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and also widening the turns we had a very favor¬ 
able reply from them. I later wrote them a letter 
about this. 

"I understand a bill is to be introduced in 
the New York Legislature this winter to take 
the power away from the Jockey Club. This is 
a serious matter and I think our Association 
ought to do something about it. 

"We had quite a little discussion with regard 
to the Wage and Hour Law, and I think these 
discussions helped us a great deal in straighten¬ 
ing this matter out. 

"There is something that I would like to stress 
upon all the members that many things come up 
in the Trainers’ Association which very few 
hear about, and I would like to find some way 
whereby all members were always informed as to 
these goings on. I think it would stimulate more 
interest in our Association. As it is many feel 
there is nothing being done. 

"Our Association is held in high esteem by all 
Racing Associations, Racing Commissions and 
Racing Officials, and I hope we can maintain 
this position in Racing, and have everyone take 
more interest.’’ 

Mr. Fisher reported on a meeting he attended 
as a representative of the Trainers’ Association 
having to do with the linking of purse distribu¬ 
tion with the mutuel handle by the several race 
tracks in Maryland. At this meeting Hall Ham¬ 
mond, Attorney General of Maryland was pres¬ 
ent, as were John A. Manfuso, representing the 
Horsemens’ Benevolent & Protective Associa¬ 
tion; L. Edward O’Hara, representing the Bowie 
and Marlboro tracks; and John O. Needles, rep¬ 
resenting Pimlico and Laurel. The Maryland 
Racing Commission was also represented. Mr. 
Fisher stated that this scale of purse distribu¬ 
tion had been tried at Bowie for a year. Among 
the questions discussed were the cost of keeping 
a horse per year, and the average value of a race 
horse. Nothing definite was decided at this meet¬ 
ing, Mr. Fisher stated, but this committee will 
go into the matter further and report to the 

PESTS? TERMITES? 
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Racing Commission. 

Mr. John M. Gaver stated that as there has 
been quite a lot of discussion throughout the 
country regarding "Night Racing”; that prac¬ 
tically all of the better class race tracks and better 
organizations in racing have taken a stand on the 
matter of "Night Racing”; that the same is true 
of legalizing "Off Course” betting, he wished to 
propose to the membership for their approval 
so that everyone will know how the Trainers’ 
Association stands, the following resolutions: 
First: That the American Trainers’ Association 
is vigorously and firmly opposed to the racing 
of Thoroughbred horses at night. Second: That 
the American Trainers’ Association is vigor¬ 
ously and firmly opposed to the legalizing of 
"Off Course” betting. 

Mr. Gaver went on to state that he is in¬ 
formed that an attempt will be made at the next 
session of the State Legislature in New York to 
have a bill passed curtailing the authority of the 
New York Jockey Club. In this connection he 
proposed a third resolution: That the American 
Trainers’ Association is vigorously and firmly 
opposed to any legislation that would deprive 
The Jockey Club of its vested authority. 

Mr. Gaver moved for the adoption of the 
three resolutions. Mr. Edward A. Christmas sec¬ 
onded the motion. After discussion by various 
members present the three resolutions were ap¬ 
proved and the President was asked to get as 
much publicity as possible as to the American 
Trainers’ Association’s position on these three 
matters. 

On the matter of keeping the membership 
informed as to the activities of the Association, 
thereby stimulating more interest on the part of 
the membership, it was moved, seconded and 
carried that a monthly or periodical bulletin be 
sent to all members. 

The next matter taken up was the election of 
three members to the Board of Directors, the 
terms of Messrs. Burch, Fitzsimmons and Skinner 


having expired. 

The President called for nominations. Messrs. 
Frank A. Bonsai, John T. Skinner, Edward A. 
Christmas, Virgil W. Raines, Charles W. Wil¬ 
liams, John Porter Jones, and Henry F. Bowyer 
were nominated. After a secret ballot Messrs. 
Bonsai, Skinner and Christmas having received 
the most votes were declared elected to the 
Board of Directors for three years. 

There being no further business the meeting 
was adjourned. 

Subsequent to this meeting the Board of Di¬ 
rectors met and elected the following officers for 
the ensuing year: Max Hirsch, President; Henry 
S. Clark, Vice President; Janon Fisher, Jr., Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer; and George G. Wheeler, As¬ 
sistant Secretary-Treasurer. 

Notes From New York 

By Joe H. Palmer 

The fall racing at Jamaica, thus far quite 
pleasant but not very interesting except in spots, 
has been shared largely by Mrs. Esther du Pont 
Weir and George D. Widener. Mrs. Weir was 
operating with only one horse, but this was 
Royal Governor, which won the Interborough 
and Grey Lag Handicaps within a period of 
four days. He is, as I expect you know, a five- 
year-old Pilate gelding, bred in Virginia by 
Abram S. Hewitt, and bought by Mrs. Weir at 
the Fasig-Tipton Co.’s sales at Meadow Brook 
for $9,200 when he was a yearling. He was quite 
good when he was two, but had never raced to 
that promise until this year. He’s won five stakes 
this season, and his total earnings are about 
$ 160 , 000 . 

The Widener fortunes were advanced by a 
couple of two-year-olds. Lights Up and Rare 
Perfume, which won the Remsen Handicap and 
the Autumn Day Stakes on successive days, these 
marking the transition through which Jamaica 
suddenly became Empire City. The three-year- 
old Marabout won the feature on October 17, so 
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the stable won the best race on three straight 
days. The two juveniles, with some help from 
other stables, lifted the reputation of their sire, 
Eight Thirty, rather sharply. On the day Rare 
Perfume won, three of the eight races were won 
by the get of Eight Thirty, and in a period of 
five days he had winners of six races, two stakes. 

* * * 

King Ranch, which has had but indifferent 
fortune with its two-year-olds this year, seems 
nevertheless able to close the season with a fair¬ 
ly good one in Beau Max. If you remember, it 
began with three which, according to their trials, 
were accounted of about even ability. The best 
of these, Max Hirsch thought, was Air Lift, a 
full brother to Assault. He broke an ankle the 
first time he raced and had to be destroyed, so 
of course his quality was never proved. Next 
along was Middleground, in my opinion the best 
colt of the year. There was nothing wrong with 
his record—he was beaten only once, and he 
won the Hopeful by himself. But he developed 
ankle trouble, and just as it seemed he had the 
two-year-old stakes at his mercy, he had to be 
retired. 

I was particularly impressed with one of his 
less important races at Saratoga. He was about 
twenty pounds the best, or maybe more, and he 
had the race won at the eighth pole. Naturally 
his rider eased him, or at least he tried to. Mid¬ 
dleground, however, wouldn’t ease a little bit; 
he just dug in and kept running, without any 
encouragement. He looks as if he likes to run, 
and, assuming the luck that any colt needs to 
come along, he suggested a candidate for the 
Derby and Preakness and so on more than any¬ 
thing I’ve seen. 

The third colt in this trio was Beau Max, a 
half-brother, by Bull Lea, to Better Self. He 
started off fairly well, giving Middleground nine 
pounds and finishing three-fourths of a length 
behind him. Then he won a race at Arlington 
Park. After this he put in three bad ones in a 
row, but this month he has rounded to the 
promise he showed earlier. Ceara beat him a 
length on October 13, but a week later Beau 
Max won again, running six furlongs in 
1 :12-1/5 to beat the rather highly regarded 
Bakersfield from the C. T. Chenery stable. 

* * * 

One notes that California is fiddling with 
various changes in purse distribution, consisting 
of reducing the percentage for first place and 
increasing second, third, and fourth monies, and 
in extending prize money back past fourth place. 
There must be something in the air which blows 
in from the Pacific. 

It is not, of course, that this will make any 
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difference to speak of. Any stable which gets 
firsts is going to get seconds and thirds and 
sixths as well, so probably the same people will 
wind up with the money, in roughly the same 
proportion. But the idea behind it is that the 
losers are pressuring to take something away 
from the winner and give it to themselves. This 
is bad enough in politics, where it has been prac¬ 
ticed with considerable success since a certain 
election nearly twenty years ago. It would be 
nice to see racing remain competitive. There is 
even talk of paying a small fee to all starters, 
regardless of where they finish. 

It is, perhaps, characteristic of racing that such 
a movement should be advocated, at the same 
time that state racing commissions are passing 
rules to eliminate from competition horses with 
extremely bad records. Make rules to chase them 
to the bushes on the one hand, and on the other 
pay more to the losers to keep them around,— 
that’s a fair sample of the way things are coor¬ 
dinated. 

# * * 

Two top performers went finally out of ac¬ 
tion last week. With Assault it was rather 
obviously just a matter of time. In the Grey Lag 
he bled again, as he had in the Massachusetts 
Handicap, and the attempt to train him was 
wisely given up. Oddly enough, all of his pre¬ 
vious troubles cleared up. "He’s actually sounder 
right now than he’s ever been,” Max Hirsch said 
a day or two after the retirement was announced. 
"It’s a shame that this had to happen to him.” 

Assault was shipped immediately to the King 
Ranch (Kentucky Division), with the prospect 
of going on to Texas. You may remember that 
King Ranch was able to improve considerably 
on Boojum’s fertility a few years ago, and all 
hope has not yet been abandoned for Assault. 
At the time it was decided to race him again, 
he had started to produce a few live cells, though 
these disappeared as soon as he was well in 
training. 

Another which went out was the Maryland- 
bred Conniver, top of the handicap mares last 
year. Her racing this year had been rather un¬ 
satisfactory, though she won three races, includ¬ 
ing the Butler Handicap. Nothing actually hap¬ 
pened to her, but it seemed that a tendon sheath 
was on the point of rupture, so she was taken 
out of training. She is destined for A. B. Han¬ 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, at Paris, Ky., and her first 
mate will be * Mahmoud if her owner, Harry 
LaMontagne, can get a service to him. His book 
is filled, of course, but her owner hopes that, 
by paying a premium, he might buy a service 
from someone who would rather have a certain 
profit than a * Mahmoud foal. 
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Retired also, and for the last time, says Hirsch 
Jacobs, is great old Stymie, who though winner 
of a few thousand including a stakes this year, 
is far from himself. Like his relative. Assault, 
Stymie has been sent to Kentucky, where he will 
stand at Dr. Charles Hagyard’s Green Ridge 
Farm, near Lexington. Stymie’s services are in 
good demand and he is to be afforded a good 
book of mares in 1950. 

North End Fall Show 

The North End Fall Horse and Junior Show 
was held Sunday, October I6th, at the North 
End Show Ring, East-West Highway in Silver 
Spring. 

Jo Shipley’s Step-A-Long outperformed a 
classy field of junior mounts to win the junior 
championship. With her owner in the saddle 
"’Steppy” won the Junior Hunter and Junior 
Hunter Hack class to score 10 points. Toni 
Brewer’s Sable from McLean, Va., won the re¬ 
serve junior championship with a score of 9 
points. 

In the jumper division Mrs. Ethel Kerr’s 
Amigo won the championship. Given fine rides 
by Gardner Hallman Amigo won the Modified 
Olympic and Open Junior events and placed 
third in the Warm Up Jumper to score 12 
points. 

Tied for the reserve jumper championship 
were Jane Hathen’s Modesty and Avon Shockey’s 
Red Knight each with 9 points. On a coin toss 
Red Knight was awarded the reserve. 

Sally Blaunner’s Three’s-A-Crowd won the 
Hunter championship. Ridden by her owner 
Three’s-A-Crowd won the Warm Up Hunter, 
Open Hunter and Hunter Hack and placed 
second in the Young Hunter to score 16V^.

The Hunt Club 
will put the proceeds right back to work, financ¬ 
ing panels not only in the club’s hunting area 
around Churchville, but in the Watervale region, 
so that Mrs. Murray Clark’s dozens of junior 
riders can have their own brand of foxhunting 
this winter, over panels built to size.

To Maryland again this 
morning, with a stop off at A. C. Bohn’s place 
at Principio Furnace, to get some foals’ markings 
and line up a sales yearling from Timonium. 

September 27. Caught an afternoon plane 
to Pittsburgh, then drove to Rolling Rock, to 
auction off the pools on tomorrow’s races, which 
was a novel and interesting experience. 

September 28. Did not tarry for the rac¬ 
ing but drove back to Pittsburgh this morning, 
to take the noon plane to New York, where we 
have a sale tomorrow at Belmont Park, and 
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where we had business with the Jockey Club 
this afternoon. 

September 29. Had a good sale of horses 
in training and other Thoroughbreds at Belmont 
Park this morning, getting back to town this 
afternoon, thence to Towson tonight. 

September 30. To the very popular Har¬ 
ford County Fair this morning to announce the 
Pulling Contest, which got under way some 
two hours late this afternoon. There were nu¬ 
merous good teams, light and heavy, in the 
contest. Back home for a brief spell in the office, 
then to the airport and the Pittsburgh plane, 
where tonight we are selling the pools again 
for the Rolling Rock Races. 

October 1. Had a most interesting visit 
with Billy Bale, R. K. Mellon’s manager, this 
morning, during which we were shown the stal¬ 
lions Refugi and Bright Camp, the mares and 
young stock, the fine show string, and the Rolling 
Rock hounds. We wished that we did not have 
to catch an early flight to Baltimore, which 
precluded staying for the racing. 

October 2. Drove down to Suitland this 
morning, to judge the Marlborough Hunt Club’s 
annual horse show. Lots of entries, good competi¬ 
tion, and two rings going at once made this a 
busy day for a judge. 

October 4. Down to College Park for our 
Horse Production class, then to Laurel, to check 
tomorrow’s Futuity runners, to see that trans¬ 
fers, etc, were all in order. Saw some racing 
and came on home. 

October .5. The Occupy Syndicate had a 
luncheon meeting today, whereat the business 
of the stallion was discussed. This was held at 
Laurel, where the state’s breeders were gathered 
for the Maryland Futurity, which was a good 
race, with Alfred Vanderbilt’s Foreign Affair 
winning from Bruce Livie’s speedy Mystagogue. 
Following racing the directors of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association held one of their 
regular business sessions, mainly to discuss plans 
for the Fall Sales, to be held early in November. 

October 9. Spent most of the day judging 
the lightly attended Marlboro Fair horse show, 
which suffered by competition with two other 
shows in the D. C. area. Had a pleasant visit 
with the charming John L. Kelly family after 
the show. This versatile group was responsible 
for part of the show management (Marl¬ 
boro’s excellent outside course, etc.), the an¬ 
nouncing, and some of the best showing, by the 
Kelly girls aboard Maryland Miss. 

October 11. To College Park for class this 
morning, then to Laurel, to collect information 
about entries for the Maryland Sales, which are 
piling up.

"Bangtails Chinese" 

{Continued from page 12) 

There is a Chinese saying which in effect 
means that in Japan everything looks pretty 
but has no other function or use. 'The 
flowers have no fragrance, the cherry blos¬ 
soms bear no fruit,” is the literal translation. 

A profile view shows a beautifully sym¬ 
metrical animal, long-legged, classic head 
and neck. "A picture horse.” Viewing the 
horse from the front one receives a distinct 
shock, as though looking at a knife blade’s 
edge. A narrow, squeezed head and chest, 
and thin barrel. The weak hindquarters 
show up on close examination. The total 
effect is as though the horse is on stilts. 

The prevailing explanation for this over¬ 
all narrowness is that in Japan the only 
pasture areas for young stock are on the ► 
levees between rice paddies, which are at 
best little more than four feet wide on the 
average. Consequently the growing colt 
must run in a straight line and has no op¬ 
portunity for real developing exercise. The 
explanation seems logical. 

To be sure, the Japanese horse will shy 
at his own shadow. Extremely nervous, 
highly strung, not too intelligent, weak in 
the back, he is inferior to the Manchurian 
for all around use. It is virtually impossible 
for him to stop suddenly or make a sharp 
turn without falling. The stallions seem 
rarely castrated; apparently because of their 
gentleness. 

An example of the weak back exhibited 
by this group was seen by your writer when 
a seven-year-old gelding made a three-foot 
jump with a l60-lb. man up. The horse nat¬ 
urally came down forefeet first, and then 
buckled in the middle. He stood 15 hands 
even, and weighed approximately 1050 lbs. 

Strange as it may seem, perhaps, the in¬ 
flux of these horses from Japan into North 
China during the past 10 years and crossed 
with the Manchurian has produced in many 
respects a highly desirable piece of horse¬ 
flesh. Most Japanese army posts kept a 
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group of Manchurian broodmares and sev¬ 
eral of their own stallions. The get became 
for the most parts mounts for officers in 
this area. With full-sized paddocks and pas¬ 
tures the inherent characteristics of the 
thoroughbred mixed with those of the hardy 
Manchurian made for a horse which av¬ 
erages nearly 15 hands in height and 1100 
lbs. in weight. A blocky, well setup animal; 
in general quite similar to our own Morgan 
or Quarter Horse in appearance. Some even 
show a decided resemblance to the better 
hunter types. 

However, the temperament of the Man¬ 
churian seems to dominate. Nearly as hard 
to break, still fighting, biting, kicking devils, 
the four-footed tendency previously men¬ 
tioned is still there. This, however, is very 
often a product of the methods used in 
breaking, and merely exaggerate the basic 
tendencies. The habit of stumbling is far 
less, but still present. The 'Toldjaw’' is 
fairly well controlled with the spade bit. 
These crossbreds seem to retain the iron 
constitution of the Manchurian. Steeple¬ 
chasing is most popular in Shanghai, and 
most of the horses used for this sport have 
Manchurian blood, as do those used for 
polo. 

A few animals from Russia, Australia, 
Europe and the Americas appear from time 
to time, but the numbers are limited be¬ 
cause of a low sale price all over China, plus 
the fact that imported horses are seldom 
tough enough to stand the feed situation, 
climate, or the doubtful care of the mafu. 

It would seem that the poorest care in the 
world is given the horse in China. Continu¬ 
ally mistreated by the mafus, few indeed are 
the people whose animals have no atrocious¬ 
ly bad habits. Nine out of ten mafus handle 
horses like a poor amateur. They are great 
for causing headshyness. 

Beside the gaoliang previously men¬ 
tioned, horses are given cottonseed grain 
or meal, millet, and most rarely, oats. Hay 
is practically unknown. Carrots and cab¬ 
bage make up a large part of the diet where 
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a well to do owner is concerned. It would 
seem that the animals seldom receive 
enough salt, as stalls are often chewed to 
near-matchwood. The reason is not appar¬ 
ent. The mafu, if given complete control 
over the feed will always sell some to an¬ 
other and keep the difference. The old 
''squeeze” game at its best. 

When shod, the shoes are seldom heated, 
and the hoof being rasped to fit the shoe. 
Horses are often seen with bad sores on the 
inside of the fetlocks and pasterns; the poor¬ 
ly fitting shoes causing them to scrape 
themselves. 

Dried manure is the universal material 
used for bedding. It is spread out to dry, 
and used over and over. Nothing else seems 
ever substituted for this. 

In spite of all the drawbacks, the Chi¬ 
nese horses, if given a certain amount of 
care, generally lives to a ripe old age. Ani¬ 
mals of over 20 years of age are not un¬ 
common. It must be remembered, however, 
that for these that reach any advanced age 
there are countless others that, by compari¬ 
son with horses in other countries, die an 
early death due to improper care and han¬ 
dling. 

Overall, the average horse in China is 
not a particularly desirable one, by Ameri¬ 
can standards. Certain inherent traits com¬ 
bined with poor breaking, training, and 
handling do not make for an ideal saddle 
horse; and so long as prices will be low in 
China it is not likely that horseflesh or 
training methods will appreciably improve.

Three sessions were held at the annual Mary¬ 
land Fall Sales this year. The first was an auction 
of horses-in-training, at the Pimlico race track. 
The second was a sale of yearlings at the Timoni- 
um Fair Grounds, and the third, also at Ti- 
monium, was devoted to breeding stock and 
weanlings. 

Because of the varied nature of the consign¬ 
ments, ranging from stakes-winning horses to 
old and barren broodmares, the over-all average 
is not especially significant. It was $978 on 125 
head. The total money was $122,225. 

Last year 204 head were sold at the Maryland 
auctions for an average of $694. An exact com¬ 
parison between the 1948 and 1949 sales is not 
possible, because of the varying nature of the 
horses-in-training, and also because in some in¬ 
stances this year broodmares and weanlings were 
sold as one lot, and a breakdown by these cate¬ 
gories hence is not available. 

Perhaps the best point of comparison is in the 
yearlings. Last year 40 yearlings averaged $667. 
This year 41 averaged $756, an increase of 13 
per cent over the 1948 level. 

The sale was conducted by the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association. The summaries: 

Monday Morning, October 31 

Thirty-nine head sold for $60,400, average 
$lj548, which made what was generally consid¬ 
ered to be a strong sale. Besides the Thorough¬ 
breds, a lead pony was sold. He brought $25. 

Major consignment of the sale was from the 
C. C. Tanner stable. Mr. Tanner is selling his 
racing and breeding stock. (The mares, wean¬ 
lings, and yearlings are to be sold at Keeneland 
on Tuesday afternoon and night, November 15.) 
Tlie four horses in this lot brought $45,500, 


average $11,375. The 3-year-old filly Tannettc, 
a half sister (by Bimelech) to the stakes win¬ 
ners Mahmoudess and Eternal Reward, was 
bought by Adolphe Pons, agent, for $11,000. 
Olin Gentry, acting for Mrs. Ada L. Rice, paid 
$20,000 for the 3-year-old Sky Raider filly Sickle 
Flight, which was second this year to Eastern 
Flyway in the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes and 
second to Bed o’ Roses in a division of the Col¬ 
leen Stakes. The 5-year-oId stakes-winning stal¬ 
lion Colonel O’F went to Winston Neil for 
$7,000. Mrs. Corliss Sullivan paid $7,500 for 
Daylight Time, a 2-year-old colt by Hash-
